TheDifeafe^ which, in fome late difcourfe with you, 
I named Bur/a Oculi, or the Fouch of the Eye.w^saPyzg 
without matter init, flike an empty purfe,) on the white 
of the Eye, under the upper lid ^ it hung flag about the 
length of a thumb nail. Another perfon had no vifible 
difeafe in his Eyes, but could not ^ee at all, unlefshe 
fqueezed his Noie with his jfingers, or Sad<lled it wiih nar- 
row i^^^^i^/^/, and thenhC' kw vety^ well : him 1 icarried 
to Mr. Boyl, as a fit fubjed for io gtesLt a Phtlofgpher to 
make his remarks on.

She'thad fuch Scintilla^ 
tions by night, ("with the appearances of Bulls, Bears, 
&e.) as terrified her very much; (he could lee to read 
fometimesin thegreateft darknefsfor almoft aqaarcer 
of an hour.

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The fecond Letter. 



THe kind reception, which your Society gave thofe 
obfervations, I fen t you from London not long fince, 
does encourage me to add thefe which follow. I will re- 
late th-em to you in few words j as confidering that I 
write a Letter^ not a Difcourfe. A Sadlers Daughter of 
Burford, had an Impoftume which broke in the corner of 
one of her Eyes ^ out of it there came about 3 o ftones, 
as big as pearl, and iplendid 9 after which fhe had a Fijiu- 
la ; came to me to be cured ; and went away not deceive 
edinherexpedation. 

Here was one in Salisbury ^ who had a piece of Iron, or 
Steel, ftuck in the Iris of the Eye i the Perfon was in very 
great pain J came to me 5 I endeavored to pufh the Iron 
out with a imall iS^^?/^/^/^, but could not; I then applied 
a Loadftone to it, and immediately it jumpt out. 

'' Man came to me, complaining that he had a long 
time been troubled with a great pain, and convulfions 
in hjs Cheek ; you might cover the place, where the pain 
was, with a pennyj the Convulfions pul'd his Mouth,Face, 
and Eye afide : he had ufed many things prefcribed him 
h)' Phyjitians, and Chirur^ions^ but to no purpofe: I ap- 
plied a Cupping glafs to the place, with fired flax in it ^• 
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I then fcanfied, and cupd him again; after which I 
put on a plaifter of liapabna, and h- was perfectly 

cured. 

1 was confulted by a Maid, who had a puftle broke in 
her Eye, out of which there came fine fmall fand, like 
Chaolk, for many Weeks together; I made ufe of Purg- 
ingjFumigationj and lome Topics, by which fhe reco- 
vered her light in a very great meafure.
